Franceand Germany-—Ship Wrecked.

A special dispatch to the Daily News 
from Bertin, says that no ultimatum, as 
alleged by the Daily Telegraph yester- 
day, has been sent to the French gov- 
ernment by Bismarck. Count Von 
Arnim, the German ambassador to 
France, did convey a dispatch from 
Prince Bismarck to the government at 
Versailles, but its tone was very pacific 
and highly flattering to Thiers.
